States.  In  1898  he  receifed  $2,272.39 
for  similar  services.  Last  year,  while 
he  was  a  member  qt  the  Patrons,  he 
only  received  $859.43.  Now  that  he 
is  back  again  to  the  Tory  fold,  it  will 
no  doubt  go  up  to  tho  old  figure. 

The  Auditor  General’s  Report  is  an 
interesting  book.  It  shows,  if  you 
read  it  closely,  how  petty  stealing  is 
indulged  in.  The  Civil  Service  dudea 
at  Ottawa,  who  are  reported  to  get 
tired  laying  down,  ring  in  such  items 
as  this  on  the  country,  “Wear  and 
tear  of  coat  and  suit,  Sept.  16th,  to 
Oct.  2nd,  $6.”  Another  charges  bis 
barber’s  bill,  $1.30.  Another  charges  j 
his  newspapers,  $3.05.  Another,  “fur 
ooat,  26  days,  at  50  cents  $13  ;  um¬ 
brella,  $.55.”  An  exchange  says  that- 
it  is  a  wonder  these  pets  of  fortune  do 
not  charge  the  country  for  the  labor  of 
drawing  their  breath. 


A  few  weeks  ago  The  Express  pub-, 
lished  an  item  from  the  Auditor  Gen¬ 
eral’s  Report  for  the  year  ending  30th 
of  June,  1894,  showing  tho  revenue 
oollected  by  E.  H.  Sills,  fishery  over¬ 
seer  for  this  district.  Mr.  Sills’  return 
gives  the  names  of  a  number  of  licen- 
cees  and  the  amount  paid  by  them, 
but  licenses  to  the  amount  of  $109.40 
were  collected  in  which  the  names  of 
those  taking  them  out  are  not  given. 
They  are  bunched  together  after  the 
following  fashion,  3  at  $10,  5  at  $5, 
etc.  A  number  of  our  subscribers  have 
called,  and  are  at  a  loss  to  know  why 
all  the  names  of  those  taking  out 
licenses  were  not  given.  If  it  ie  right 
to  give  the  names  of  some  of  them,  it 
is  surely  right  to  give  the  names  of  all 
those  who  contributed  to  the  revenue 
by  taking  out  a  fishing  license.  If 
this  were  done  it  could  be  easily  ascer¬ 
tained  if  the  overseer  neglected  to  make 
a  return  of  all  the  money  collected  by 
him.  In  looking  over  the  Report  we 
notice  that  this  rule  of  bunching  the 
licenses  together  and  omitting  vo  give 
the  names  of  the  licencees  has  >een 
followed  by  quite  a  number  of  the 
overseers,  and  we  are  inclined  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  Auditor  General  may  be 
responsible  for  the  curtailment.  No 
doubt  Mr.  Sills  can  give  a  satisfactory 
explanation,  and  as  a  great  many  are 
anxious  that  he  should  do  so,  we  will 
gladly  give  him  space  in  our  columns 
for  a  full  return.

to  admit  that  any  one  of  them  would 
be  more  protitablly  employed  blacking 
the  boots  of  our  Commissioner  Cock- 
burn. 

Mr.  Cockburn  is  a  fair  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  class  that  represent  the 
Tory  party  Parliament.

In 
ninety-nine  case  out  of  a  hundred  he 
will  send  her  at  once  to  the  cycle 
school. 

“It  Is  the  anemic,  weak-lunged.  nar¬ 
row-chested.  dyspeptic  woman  whom 
th£  bicycle  is  a  very  tonic,  but  she,  if 
having  no  directions  from  a  doctor, 
must  follow  common  sense  in  her  prac¬ 
tice,  and  if  In  the  first  lesson  of  a  half 
hour  seems  to  have  exhausted  her 
strength,  should  cut  It  in  half,  taking  16 
minutes  twice  In  one  day  and  a  cracker 
and  a  few  spoonfuls  of  sherry  when  the 
exercise  Is  over.  If  possible  learn  ts 
ride  In  one  of  the  good  cycle  schools 
where  one  learns  In  half  the  usual/time 
and  the  Instructor  shows  a  would-be 
wheelwoman  how  to  use  her  strength 
on  the  pedals  so  as  to  save  her  the  mus¬ 
cular  effort  a  poorly  taught  person  puts 
forth. 

“A  great  deal  has  been  said  as  to 
what  constitutes  the  dress  graceful  and 
convenient  for  cycling,  but  little  as  to 
the  dress  healthful.  Now,  whether  a 
woman  chooses  to  wear  trousers,  a

A  woman  who  rides 
much  In  summer  ought  to  wear  with 
her  lose  stays  the  thinnest  of  wool  un- 
dervests.  which  absorbs  the  moisture  of 
the  bodjf,  prevents  one  from  taking  cold 
and  Is  the  coolest,  lightest  garment  for 
wear  under  a  percale  skirt  waist. 

’’Never  when  wheeling  garter  your 
stockings  with  elastic  bands  above  the 
knee.  I'se  long  clastic  hose  supporters,

livery  ;  80.75  for  theatre  tickets  ;  811.50 
for  flowers  ;  8*1  for  seven  days  laundry. 
In  one  week’s  account  was  81.20  for 
pressing  his  hat,  and  a  member  in  the 
House  of  Commons  pointed  out  that 
Mr.  Cockbum’s  winp  bill  had  been 
specially  large  that  week,  and  wonder¬ 
ed  whether  there  was  any  connection 
between  the  two  charges.  In  tho  face 
of  these  expenditures  Mr.  Cockburn 
had  the  audacity  to  inform  the  House 
that  this  was  not  sufficient  for  his 
wants  and  that  he  was  called  upon  to 
expend  $.1,000  of  his  own  money.

I  seated  tnysclf  by  the  couoh  and  laid  my 
hand  gently  on  the  patient's  wrist.

When  about  midway  of  the  park 
and  about  an  eighth  of  a  mile  from  the 
road,  I  saw  a  man  coming  at  a  rapid  walk 
from  the  direction  of  tho  hull  and  traveling 
toward  Mayburg.  J  stopped  in-  the  shadow 
of  a  tres.  ifo  passed  within  a  rod  of  where 
I  stood.  I  saw  Ins  face  in  the  moonlight. 
II o  did  not  sue  me,  to  my  knowledge,  * 
recognise  tho  prisoner  hero  as  lb-  , 
seen  in  the  park." 

•John  Judd,  ti)t  purler  at  tho  Redfield 
mi.,  WUi  lbs  hext  witness.  I  will  only  give 
the  leading  points  of  fitr  testimony,  which 
were  aa  follows  : 

“I  ain  employed  as  porter  at  the  liedfield 
Inn.  j  hayc  known  the  prisoner  since  the 
1st  of  last  July,  w  hen  he  cams  to  the  inn  to 
stay.  He  is  a  painter  and  has  twe  of  the 
best  rooms  in  the  house.  He  has  always 
iMid  iilmrally  for  everything  ho  received. 
He  i  pent  a  good  deal  of  his  time  Hko'.ching 
S'  enes  in  the  vicinity  of  Mayhurg.  He 
was  tt  the  inn  on  Sept.  10.  About  half 
i>«et  0  on  the  evening  of  the  10th  lie  left  the 
inn.  He  did  not  return  till  between  H  and 
9  o'clock.  I  «r<i«  on  t ht4  poroh  as  lie  came 
in.  He  seoined  guxitly  disturbed,  for 'he 
P‘cc.1  restlessly  up  and  down  the  porch  for 
some  time.  Then  fie  went  to  his  room,  f 
don’t  think  he  retired.  I  went  to  bed 
at  about  Hi.  I  think  it  was  almost  midnight 
when  I  was  awakened  hy  hearing  voices  in 
the  office  below  I  got  up  and  dressed  and 
went  down  stairs,  As  I  passed  the  room 
occupied  hv  the  prisoner  I  saw  that  a  light 
wus  .till  burning.  He  w-us  not  hi  the 
habit  of  leaving  his  light  burning  after  re 
tiring. 

“1  found  the  constable  in  tho  office  talk¬ 
ing  with  the  proprietor.  He  (the  officer) 
informed  ine  that  a  murder  had  been  com¬ 
mitted  and  wauled  to  know  if  there  were 
any  i angers  staying  at  the  place.  1  went 
down  to  l)r.  Dixon's  office  and  saw  the 
murdered  man.  I  didn't  see  the  prisoner 
among  tho  crowd  there.  J  think  he  remain¬ 
ed  at  the  inn.  He  seemed  out  of  sorts  for 
days  after  the  morder  and  spoke  of  going 
abroad  soon  and  gut  rue  to  assist  him  in 
packing  some  of  his  things.  On  tho  second 
day  after  the  murder  1  was  cuttkig  sorno 
weeds  in  the  yard  when  I  found  this  knifo 
under  the  prisoner’s  window. 

Here  the  witness  produced  a  large  poc- 
ketknife,  with  a  blade  about  5  inches  long, 
whioh  opened  and  fa*  tea  ail  with  a  catch.
